GreEATr ACT OF 1ISCENDIARIEM — OLD
Movanesming HALL BUrNED, — This mormng
about 3 o'clook the buwldings in the rear of the old
M?umemm: Hall were oiscovered to be in a blaze,
aud nu alarm was mnuntl{' struck, The fire gom-
meuoed m cthe kitehen om the first floor of what 1
ktiow as the old culinary departmont of the Unired
Stales Hospital budaings, whieh vocuplod the pisoce
during the war,

Thus bubidmug extonds from the main hall to the
rear on Maniiin streot, The flames sprend with great
rapidity through the long oune story bwlding, and
caught on 1o the wooden cormnlee ot the man
buliding,

HBelore the fire companies oconld check it, the fire
found its way into the loit over the second story
wheio & quantity of struw and loose rubbish had
beon storod, Sweeping through the loft, it erept to
the cupols, and then had a poweriul deatt that made
the flames rage with a resistiess jury that nothine
oould stop, until the roofl and the cupo.a wore entirely
destroyed.

While this wasjgoing ou the bell hanging in the
cupols tell with & loud orash, sonding high showers
of sparks around. It was with vory sad reelings we
witnes=od the destructzon ot the old ciock tha: had
gtlwd for 80 many yoars, doing its work of use-

ness.

The entire building was gutted by the fire, snd
the handsome freestone front s utterly ruined.
What the fire it the wator bas wreoked, Part of
tie old Umited States hosprial wards in the eastorn
and western enas of the enclosure are comparative,y
umnjured,

Lhe destruction of the bnlding was so evidently
the work or design, that not the least doubt remaing
that 1t was the doliberate aci of an incendiary, Some
time ago the Board of dealth resolved to make it &
Cholera Hospita., aund haa scioslly made prehmi-
nary efforts to #o convert it, in spite of tho ¢ amorons
and inoignant appeais from the neighbors aga: nst it.

Waen the perople m the nmghborbood saw that
the beds and other ixtures Were teing removed into
the bumlding, muttored throats were heard on evory
side. Instesa of putting on & strong foroe of watons
men, there were only two on mst night. One of
these wie a rowdy of bad charpcter. When
the mlarm  of fire was given they were
both standing in  front ot the building
in the most indiffgrent manunor, and the oronm-
stances developed at the examinstion of Fire Mar-
sha™Blackburn showed evidently toat thers had
been at the very loast o collusign between them snd
the inoendiaries, if they had nEt actuatly set fire to
it themselves.,

Moyamensing Hall was bwilt in 1825, by the Com-
missioners or Moysamonsing, as & hali ot assembiv,
It was continued I use for that pu unti the
act of Consolidation wns passed 1n 1861,

For about a year atter that it wes unoccupled, and
waos then taken as a pohee station house, and was
used a8 such untl , when it wis again vacatod,
ano was {dle unhtl 1863, ;m the early part of which
vear it was taken by tho United States as a hospital
for mok and wounded soldiers.

The series ol wards were teen built in the enclo-
fure in the rear It continued in this service antil
the latter end of 1805, woen it was again vacated,
Ilecuntiy it was turnod over by the Government to
the Board of Health office. The result of thoir
aotion we see belore us,

The builoing was valued at about 835,000, Asfar
a8 could be ascertained, there was anfinsurance on it
ot $10,000 1n the Fran kiin Insurance Office

The boll was broken 1o piece: ana oarried away by
the exoited crowd, In the form of relics of the old

uilding.

TaE WaBI1sKY FrAUDS,—The newspapers
of the city have been led into an error with regard
to the manner m whioh tho tranduient distiliers
of whisky bave been detected in thoir trioks.
There bhas not been, as reported, a Commission
appointed trom Washington to investigate and pro-
secute Lhese (rauds, all the procecaings having been
under the mm.diste personal supervision and
direction of Mr, John H, Dienl, Colleotor of the
Second Revenue Distriot, with whom Mr. Charles
T. Bonsall and others hidve been associated.

The subject hasa recelved caretul stteption from
Mr Dichl tor o month or more, HIs Investigations
have resulted w Lhe seizure of forty or fify different
eetablishmenta which were enga in ing with-
out any license whatever, and in the instiiution of
somo hundred and thirty snits against as many dif-
ferent parties, for making a frundulent return of the
capacity ot their stils. These Inst violators of the
Inw were eamly detected. A sworn officer of the
Government was sent 10 each boensed still to regage
its GIDDOI({, and i each ot the hundred and thiny
onsen mentioned above, the return was found 1o be
fur short o1 the nctual disudihng cepacity.

In all these cases, therelore, the Government will
have no difhoulty whatever 1n proving their in.
irngements upon the law, and 1 recovering too
speoinl penalty of 8800. The rovenue officers are

80 in on of such facts as lead them to
believe that they can establish o o ear oase aguinst
the parties involved in esch one o1 the seiruros thus
far made.

Last year there wore not over five licensed distil.
lors in the Second Distriot, whale tus year one hund-
red aud seventy-six lloenses have been taken out
thus far; aud in aadition to these there wre siill
mulitude engnged in the Dusiness without any
leense whatever, Fhese new esimoiishments were
all started with a view of defrauding the Guvern-
ment by a susrepre-entation of the capaoity of their
stalls, which, as 18 well Enown, fixes the amount of
the bonds they are required to give

Mr. Diehtis oue of the oldest and most energotic
revenune officers in the olty, having received lus vcoms
misgiou trom Mr, Lingoln. He is determined to
break up the business o1 these irrogular distillors, or
to compel them to submut to all the requiremonts of
the law, In ibis effort he hos the hearty eo-opera-
tion of the Commissioner at Wushington. Hut it s
quite likely tbat many of the defeated parties will
appeal tothe Comunsaoner 1 person, and attempt
to compromise the mutter by paymoent of all the
bock dues to the Government. It (s to bo hoped that
uo propo-ition of the kind wili be lListened to by 1he
Government.
